The managers of the Inyo Marble 
Company, organized to develop the 
deposits of dolomite marble found 
near Owen’s lake at Keeler, Inyo 
county, are doing all thatcan be 
done to call attention tu the sur- 
passing value of their product for 


building material. The San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin says that freight 
rates have been arranged at $8 per 
ton in car-load lots from the quarry 
to Sacramento and San Fraucisco, 
and for leas thau car-load lots, 80 
cents per 100 pounds. The marble 
is bard, solid and free from flint. A 
recent test unade at the University 
of California resulted in crusbing 
an inch cube of the Inyo marble at 
26,000 pounds pressure, while Ver- 
mont marble was crushed at 6,000 


pounds pressure. The varieties are 
almost every color known in mar- 
ble, and some most beautiful and 
rich combinations, from the pure 
white statuary and the black, the 
deep blue or blue and black, to a 
delicate dove color and golden or 
yellow-veined marble, a mottled 
bright drab and brown and on a 
cream ground a delicate veined 
marble with figures of trees and 
ferns, like moss agate.
